From my observation, civil service r e ­ 
form and fair, open, precinct primaries 
Justly and properly conducted, will do 
more to bring the ran k and file back into 
activ e and aggressive ..work against the 
common.,/enemy.- than anything else th a t 
can be suggested. 
A civil service system 
should be adopted and enforced at least to 
the extent of removing the policemen and 
firemen and all o th e r like appointees from 
political,and partisan influence, and a. law, 
or system of rules should be adopted th a t 
will m ake it impossible for any party to 
bo. controlled by a few m em bers of the 
party, and I hope th a t our party will bring 
about the enactm ent of such a law, so 
th a t we m ay give it a fair trial. 


Under such law the voter would have the 
ad vantage of economy of time and expense 
In cxercisIng his right at the primaries, 
because the machinery of the usual reg­ 
istration would be used at th e primary 
elections which could be held on the regu­ 
lar registration day, and the voter would 
thereby be enabled not only to register 
for the coming election, but also would 
register his choice of candidates by voting 
at such prim ary.

Just why New York should "become 
more aesthetic" with the increase of tail 
office buildings, is a matter that puz­ 
zled a lover of the fine arts here the 
other day. The statement that the city 
was becoming more and more beautiful 
with every skyscraper that went up had 
been made by an accurate observer of 
metropolitan affairs, and it created a s­ 
tonishment because of the widely ac­ 
cepted doctrine that “the skyline was 
being ruined;" that sky scrapers are 
inherently hideous, and that if beauty 
is to be looked for in the streets of New 
Tork it would be hard to find. 


“Every big office building 
that 
is 
erected,” said the man that had made 
the original statement, ‘•means the end 
of just so many glaring advertisement 
signs. 


“You may not know it, but there is 
a rule iii evtiy skyscraper about the 
size and appearance of the signs which 
the tenants arc permitted to display- 
on the outside of the building. 
Most 
of the skyserappers down town have 
their own sign painter, who alone is 
permitted by the landlord to paint the 
signs for the tenants. 
He is governed 
by the fixed rates laid down by the 
management as to the size of the let­ 
ters he is permitted to employ, and 
tliose are usually small and neat. 


'iMany of the biggest buildings in New 
York will not tolerate any signs on the 
o u t s i d e windows. 
There are very few 
buildings which will allow a tenant to

MEMORIAL 


Where the People’s Monument to 
Wm. McKinley Will Rise. 


Beautiful W estlawn at Canton, Ohio 
—Natural Mound Upon W hich the 
Memorial W ill be Erected 
Scenes of Today. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Canton. Ohio, Jan. 
'The mound 
where the body of William McKinley 
will eventually lie ami above which 
will he reared the memorial of the 
people of the United States, is in the 
farthest section of Westlawn ccmotoi>. 
Without question it is the most beau­ 
tiful spot there. 
Senator Charles VV. 
Fairbanks, of Indiana, one of the trus­ 
tees of the .McKinley National .<ic- 
! morial association, which is raising i.»c 
funds for the memorial tomo. said, 
when he first beheld it, that it was “the 
finest spot out of doors in all the 
world.’’

The bettor a person k now s the 
v/urici undcT the conditions of It 1 s tirno tho more 
intelligent and the more capable he is. 
H e can- 


not get the everyd ay in telligence from oooks, be­ 


cause they contain records of ev e n ts that are 
past, so he is obliged to turn to the n ew sp ap ers 
for the k now ledge he m u st have of existin g con ­ 
d itions that affect, his interests in w h a te v er line 


he m ay be engaged. 


Civilization is en lig h ten m en t and enterprise. 


Our social and industrial bodies are guided b, 


n ew sp a p er influence. 
T he press represents pub­ 
lic Interests, so that no organization is secure in 
its disch arge of private or public trusts that does 


not m eet the approval of the press. 
T he press, 


to a very great degree, m olds public opinion and 
public 
taste.

is 
the representative of the 
people. 


The press w ants to be and usually is on the 
right side of public questions and public inter­ 


ests. and that is w here w e find the b est people, 
the m ost su ccessfu l man is th e m o st useful man. 
I do n ot know of a more useful m an than he w ho 
defines the policy of a good n ew spaper. 


It is im possible to fix the educational lim ita ­ 


tions of the press. 
T h ey are as w ide and varied 
as hum an affairs. 
Som e people think it go es too 


far in dealing with m atters of private concern. 
N ew sp ap er notoriety is either favorable or un­ 


favorable to the persons involved, ju st as their 
conduct has been good or bad. 
T h ere is a lw a y s 


so m e reason for th e report. 
It is ad visab le th a t 
the public should know' the ch aracter of indi­ 
viduals. oth erw ise we should k now on ly th o se of 
our personal acquaintance. 
W ith ou t the press 


we should know practically nothin g about living 
statesm en , philanthropists, capitalists, educators, 
artists, m usicians, authors, scientists, explorers, 


sportsm en, crim inals or a n a rch ists— th e ch arac­ 


ters that are valuable and objectionable to so ­ 
ciety and civilization. 
T hrough th e press the 


a cco m p lish m en ts of the men and w om en w ho 
constitute th ese different c lasses are m ade known 


to m illions as h ave been Carnegie's m unificence 
and Czolgosz's crime. 


T ea chers and students. I recognize your high

Professor Barrett's rem arks will doub tless be w el­ 
comed by a chorus of approval from n ew sp a p ers w ho fail 


to recognize that the only praise that is -worth a n ythin g 
is critical and just. 
T h e rem arks m ay also serve as an 


antidote to som e of the sen se le s s ab use that is being 
heaped upon the modern new sp ap er indiscrim inately. 


The real truth of the m atter undoubtedly lies b etw een 
the tw'o extrem es. 
N ew sp a p ers are not all good, and they 


are not all of them . bad. 
A stream can rise no righer 
than its source, and the product of the n ew sp a p er force 


and organization 
cannot p ossibly be higher than the 
standard of those w ho direct Its affairs and supply its 


material. 
T here are n ew sp ap ers that are controlled by 
unw orthy motives. 
T h ere are n ew sp ap ers that are run 
m erely as 
m oney-m aking m achines. 
T h ere aro n e w s ­ 
papers that m ake 
sen sa tio n a lism 
their

object.

the ranch and it is evident that, after 
escaping. Mr. and Mrs. Thom pson ran 
about in th e ir nightclothes in the hope 
of

aid.

ranch indicate th at they had been in 
bed at th e tim e of the fire. 


T he bodies w ere found about half 
a m ile from the ruins of the home.

"Mr. Stratton's joy is in this city, his 


home, which ho loves as he loves little 
else'.

Judge Lunt then responded to the 


topic assigned hiin, and very pleasantly

•said about'yoiii" Hn traced the early 
Business history of Colorado Springs, 
Lhe discovery ot Cripple rreek and the 
birth of the exchange whose existence 
was demanded • by tho growth of tho 
mines. "The exchange," he said, "was 
founded-oh'honor,'-Integrity and right 
dealing, and firm as the mountain back 
of us, that policy has prevailed. As 
the greatest mining exchange in the 
United States you have a right to be 
proud of what you have achieved. You 
sit here tonight commanding the min- 
ing market of seventy millions of peo-

Mr. Louis R. Ehrich was the next 
speaker, and made his remarks very 
pleasant by the introduction of several 
humorous stories bearing upon the dif- 
ferent aspects of the banquet, and drew 
some diverting pictures of some mem- 
bers of the exchange and of present 
business conditions. Referring: to Mr. 
Stratton he said: "I am glad to 
honor to the public spirited citizen, 
S. Stratton, who has so splendidly 
manifested his confidence in the ex- 
change," and closed with a tribute to 
the great Influence which the exchange 
has wielded In developing.Cripple Creek 
and. 
by expressing the hope that the 


honor of "the exchange might be upheld 
so that "we may have the utmost pride 
in the Institution and In its work." 
One of the most, brilliant addresses 


of the evening was 'made by ex-Gov- 
ernor Adams. He'began" by calling at- 
tention to the great importance of the 
discovery of gold in the west, particu- 
larly in' Cripple Creek; to the influ- 
ence of Cripple Creek in checking the 
panic of 1S93 In Colorado, and then very 
easily and eloquently came to speak of 
Mr. Stratton in terms which glowed 
with admiration for the man.

time; he has become one of your neigh- 
bors, one of your friends, laying his 
wealth.at your door and making the 
city more beautiful for you to live in. 
He it was who has done most to de- 
velop your Cripple Creek—that camp 
to \yhich the word 'Cripple' should not 
belong, for.-it is a giant. If there is one 
name above all others which it should 
be named, that name is 'Stratton,' just 
as the name of this city should stand 
for something and be called 'Palmer.' 
And speaking of names, I like the name 
of Winfield Seott, whether It be pre- 
fixed to Mr. Stratton's name, or to 
Schley's—the name of the man who won 
the-gold from Cripple Creek and of him 
who won the battle of Santiago."

"First—To adhere to the conventions 


signed at The Hague by the powers rep- 
resented at the international peace con- 
ference: (A) for the peaceful adjust- 
ment of international difference, (B) 
for the adoption to maritime warfare 
of the principles of the Geneva con- 
vention of August L'4 of 1864; (C) with 
respect to the laws and usages of land 
war. 


"Second—To confer, in order to attain 


that end, upon the United States of 
America and the United States pf Mex- 
ico, .signatory governments to aid con- 
vention's authority to take the neces- 
sary steps to establish (or secure) the 
Hdherence of non-signatory powers."

EXTENSIVE IMPROVEMENTS. 
<By Associated Press Exclusively to the 
trazetto in Colorado Springs.) 


Omaha, Jan. 11.—The plan of rail- 


road campaigning to be carried out by 
tho Union Pacific road during 1902 
was given out officially today and will 
result in the expenditure oE from $25,- 
000,000 to $30,000,000 in improvement 
and extensions. It is a continuance of 
the general plan of putting the ro;i,t ir. 
the best possible physical condition 
between Omaha and San Francisco, 
but the efforts this year will be direct- 
ed almost -wholly to that part oE .he 
load west of Salt Lake and Ogden and 
tho Oregon Short Line. 
Twenty mil- 


lion will be used alone in improvement 
of these lines and the remainder in 
pusijing the extension of thc Salt LaVe- 
Los Angeles branch of the Oregon 
Short Line, which will be nearly or 
quite completed before January 1 nnxt. 


Particular attention, however, will 


be given to the extensions and im- 
provement on thc present short line 
which competes with the Hill system. 


Tho prime object, it is said, is to put 


the road in a position to control the 
immense trade with the orient that is 
< xpected to be opened by the nsw con- 
ditions in the east and in Hawaii. This 
trade is already beginning to roach 
formidable proportions, and tha Vnion 
Pacific, it.is stated,* is preparing to 
meet the competition'of-the northern 
lines. That part'oC the' roadway be- 
tween Omaha and O&den.has been put 
In prime condition by the expenditure 
oC several million dollars in "improve- 
ments annually for the past five years.- 
The greater part of this money has 
been used in straightening crooks and 
cutting immense hills and tunnels, thus 
reducing grades to a degree that can 
•be overcome by the 
large 
engines 


without assistance. 


"The Union Pacific has long sine* 


decided that it must have a fast line 
to the coast gateway in order to re- 
tain its hold on the oriental trade," 
said the official who explained the pro- 
posed plan. "That traffic is becoming 
^greater every year and it was some 
•years ago that this scheme for a com- 
plete overhauling of- the system was 
adopted. 


"The plan has been steadfastly ad- 


hered to so that now there is the finest 
Icind of railroad from Council Bluffs 
to Ogden. For that much of the way 
we now make fast time, but as soon 
as we get past Ogden we are com- 
pelled to slow up and maintain the re- 
duced speed oil the rest of the jour- 
ney. 
Improvements on this line will 


be in the nature of reducing grades, 
taking out certain curves and lessening 
others and re-ballasting the entire line. 


"These improvements will fix us for 


the oriental trade, which is something 
enormous, especially to and from the 
Philippines and Japan.

PANAMA REPRESENTATIVE 


WAS CROSS-QTJESTIONED. 
Washington, Jan. 11.—M. Edward 


Lampre, representing the Panama Ca- 
nal company, appeared before the sen- 
ate committee on Interoceanlc canals, 
today, in obedience to the summons of 
that committee to testify concerning 
the affairs of his company and its prof- 
fer to sell its property and franchise to 
the United States. M. Jules Bonufve of 
the French embassy, also was present 
at the hearing. The meeting was held 
behind closed doors, representatives of 
the press being excluded. 


M. Lampre was questioned at great 
length by the members of the commit- 
tee. 
He said his mission to the United 
States had been to ascertain to whom 
the proposition for the sale of the Pan- 
ama property should be made. Having 
informed himself upon this point, he 
had conferred with Admiral Walker, 
chairman of the isthmian canal com- 
mission, as to the former's offer, he 
then cabled to his principals, the result 
being that the offer to sell for J40,000,000 
had been made directly fixm Paris and 
not by him. He said, -fowever, that It 
was his understanding that the propos- 
als Included both the franchises and 
the property of the Panama company 
but not the money in Its treasury, of 
"rhlch there Is about 16,000,000 francs. 


M. Lampre was 
questioned espe- 
cially concerning the title of the present 
Panama company, several members of 
the committee expressing doubt as to 
whether those now claiming ownership 
had secured unquestionable title. He 
replied that they had made their pur- 
chase through the liquidator of the old 
company and that the transfer was reB- 
ular. In response to other questions 
he said that in acso the transaction 
should be consummated the money will 
be distributed among the members of 
the original company and those of the 
present organization by arbitration. He 
said the proffer of his company had 
been made In good faith and that the 
company ivas able "to deliver the 
goods."

It 
vould do much to purify our politics, and

make. It possible for them to take a full 
part and share In the selection of candi- 
dates, by having orderly and fair pri- 
maries. 


Of course, some will argue that our op- 


ponents arc controlled by a few self-op- 
lolnted leaders, and are dominated in ev- 
sry respect, not only as to their, policies, 
but as to their candidates; but we should 
remember that we cannot hevd Republi- 
cans; that we cannot co-erce or dictate to 
them.

Sprins? and Denver who had faith in 
our valley—not Boulder men—and It 
was the brain and nerve of Isaac Can- 
field and his associates which brought 
out the hidden wealth of this region.

The drouth in the east, which caused 


all kinds of stock to be rushed on to 
the market, has caused such a drop In 
the price as to affect the stonk industry 
of this section temporarily, but the 
well-known shortage in the general sup- 
oly of both cattle and sheep as. shown 
by the census will soon cause a reac- 
tion In this industry, and fortunately 
practically all of our stockmen are able 
to holiJ on and wait for the return of 
high prices. 


A short drive over the country in 


any direction now will impress anyone 
not only on account of the large num- 
ber of new farm houses being built, but 
by the substantial 
character of the 


buildings themselves. There has never 
been a year in the history of the county 
In which so many and such fine farm 
residences have been built. This build- 
Ing Is not confined to the newcomers, 
but many of the old settlers are still 
making large improvements 
to their 


homes. 
In Lamar there is still a large boom 


in the way of building residences and 
the demand is not supplied yet. About 
50 have been built during the year 1901 
'and a number are under way now, but 
the demand is still increasing and there 
Is still a large opening for any one who 
has money to Invest In real estate that 
will bring a big return In rents.

To aid in giving the true 
sight, a pasteboard triangle may be 


out, having sides of live and six 
fches respectively, at right angles to 
another. Let the six-inch side be 


Horizontal, and point due south at the 


exact time given by the calendar: and 
let the five-inch side be vertical. Then 
the eye sighting along the third side 
should see the planet. 


Venus is the member of the solar sys- 
tem most resembling the earth In size, 
atmosphere, and humidity. It is almost 
the only body visible in the heavens, 
upon which we can, without contradict- 
ing known facts, Imagine human beings 
as residing comfortably if once they 
could be transporteel thither. It also 
approaches the earth within a shorter 
distance than any other known body, 
with the exception of the moon and the 
newly discovered asteroid Eros. 
At 


the same time, the amount of actua 
knowledge respecting.its surface Is pro- 
vokingly small,— far Inferior 
to 


which we have concerning Mars. 
that 
The 


planet is at present on the hither side 
of the sun. in consequence of which the 
illuminated part is mostly turned away 
from us, that which is visible taking 
the form of a crescent. — as easily seer 
in a small telescope. The present dis- 
tance from the earth is 38,700,000 miles, 


Big Signs Disappearing. 


Just why New York should "become 
iniore aesthetic" with the increase of tall 
Office buildings, is a matter that puz- 
zled a lover of the fine arts here the 
Other day. The statement that the city 
wap becoming more and more beautiful 
^ylth every skyscraper that went up had 
been made by an accurate observer of 
metropolitan affairs, and It created as- 
tonishment because of the widely ac- 
cepted doctrine that "the skyline was 
being ruined;" , that sky scrapers are 
inherently hideous, and that if beauty 
it to be looked for in the streets of New 
It would . be hard, to find. 
"Every big office building 
that 
is 
erected," said the man that had made 
the original statement, "means the end 
of , Just so many glaring advertisement 
signs. 
"You may not know it, but there is 
a rule in every skyscraper about the 
sizs'and appearance of the signs which 
the tenants are permitted to display 
on, the outside of the building.

their own sign painter, who alone is 
permitted by the landlord. to paint the 
Higns for the tenants. . He is governed 
by the fixed rates : laid down by the 
management as. to the size of the let- 
ters,,he is permitted to employ,' and 
thase are usually. small and neat.

ness. The receiver of the office wa*s re- 
ained by the secretary of the interior 
ipon his representation to the depart- 
nent that the official mall for the office 
lad been received by the register and 
hat the register only had access to it. 
With his customary energy the presi- 


dent made a complete investigation of 
all the circumstances connected ' with 
the case. As a result he helel that In 
he management of the official duties 
of a land office the two officials; the 
register and receiver, are equally re- 
sponsible, and he at once directed the 
secretary of the Interior to withdraw 
the nomination for re-appointmen of the 
•ecelver of the Buffalo land office, and 
called upon the Wyoming delegation in 
congress to name not only a candidate 
"or the position of register, to take the 
Mace of the officer removed, but one 
ror the position of receiver, to take the 
)laoe of the officer whose name he had 
directed withdrawn. 
The 
Wyoming 
ielegation, in accordance with Its fre- 
quently expressed purpose to shied no 
officer founel remiss In his duties, ac- 
cepted the decision of the president in 
:he spirit in which it was made, I. e., 
the betterment of the public service, 
and recommended to the president the 
appointment of Fred. W. Daniels of 
Sheridan, as register, and E. B. Mather 
of Buffalo, as receiver of the Buffalo 
and office, and the appointments were 
promptly made by the president and ns 
promptly confirmed by the senate. 


President Roosevelt has positive ideas 
upon th? proper.method of seeking ap- 
pointments in the government service. 
He believes an applicant for 
place 
should get his local backing before he 
ventures to secure the aid of higher 
or oUtside influence. The president, al- 
though his Own'career is a patent, ex- 
ample 
.of the reverse of his opin- 


ion, believes that the government serv- 
ice offers poor ways In which a young 
man can earn a livelihood. Last spring 
a relative of the then vice president, 
living in Wyoming, sought his aid In 
obtaining- a government position. 
In 
response to his letter asking his help. 
Vice President Roosevelt sent him the 
following characteristic letter: 
"My Dear Cousin:— Your letter of the 


10th. instant, has caused me a good 
deal of thought. In the first place; 1 
very much question the advisability of 
your seeking an appointment under the 
government. 
My experience has' been 
that the government service 
Is 
the 
poorest way in which a young man can 
earn a livelihood. There is no future 
in at all. If you wish to get a. place, 
however. I shall of course try to help 
you: but in such case it is absolutely 
imperative that you should get your 
local backing first. I now speak with 
entire knowledge for the men of my 
regiment have applied to 
me by .the 
score for just such positions as you 
seek, and even when I was writing 01 
speaking in behalf of a man who. had 
served under me, I found that it' was 
a mere waste of time for me to attempt 
to do anything unless he had his own 
senators or representatives back of him, 
The Wyoming senators, for instahqe, 
would not tolerate, and would be per- 
fectly right in refusing to tolerate, the 
Interference of the vice president in an 
appointment in their state. As I say 
this I have found out by actual experi- 
ence in .scores of cases. You will have 
to get the backing of your own local 
people, first, and then if I can help you 
in any way I most gladly will. Faith- 
fully yours, 


"Theodore Roosevelt." 


It is thought that the most important 
measure likely to be reported this ses- 
sion by the committee 
on 
coinage, 
weights and measures, will be the one 
for the general introduction of 
the 
metric system into the United States. 
For a long time efforts have been made 
to procure legislation of this character, 
and the bill was introduced at the last 
session by Representative Shafroth. but 
was not reported to the house. Mr. Shaf- 
roth introduced it again at the begin- 
ning of this session and is confident it 
will be favorably reported to the house. 


The American system of weights Is 
out of harmony with all of the rest 
of the commercial world, the advocates 
of the measure state, and with the ex- 
ception of Great Britain, the countries 
of Europe, South America, and the rest 
of the world have generally adopted the 
metric system. For years past efforts 
have been made to have the United 
States adopt the system, and the house 
committee on coinage for many years 
has been favorable to the change, but 
other matters have occupied the at- 
tention of the committee, and it was 
never seriously taken up. 


The change from 
the weights and 
measures now in vogue will create some 
little confusion anel perplexity at first 
but the metric system Is an easy and 
simple one after a little practice In its 
terms, ami the most ordinary Intellect 
will be able quickly to grasp the prin- 
ciple upon which It is based.

• Congressman William Cassworth Smith 
of Michigan Is learning that It requires 
some courage for a man as well as for a 
woman to come out uncompromisingly for 
equal suffrage. He has recently declared 
his belief that women ought to be elected 
to congress, and as a result Is getting well 
roasted.by the press and his fellow mem- 
bers. The Washington Post agrees with 
him, but advises that he begin by obtain- 
ing the suffrage for the women of his own 
state and then one can be sent congress 
from Michigan. A good .suggestion, but 
In that case Mr. Smith might be displaced. 
Women could be elected representatives In 
the four states where they have the fran- 
chise, but they will not be so long as the 
masculine candidates for the office can 
prevent It. It does not seem to be gener- 
ally known that women In all of the states 
arc eligible as members of congress.

United States, "The house of representa- 
tives shall be composed of members chosen 
every second year by the people of tho 
several, states." There Is not a clause In 
the federal constitution requiring that

WHERE MARRIAGE IS A 
LOTTERY. 


The Chinese Girl Anows Nothing of 
Her Husband Until She is Act- 
ually Wedded to Him. 


"Marriage is truly a lottery to the 


Chinese girl, .for she knows not what 
she Is getting until she Is actually mar- 
ried," writes Sul Sin Far. in the Ladies 
Home Journal for January. 
"Some- 
times it is a kind, good husband, an 
amiable mother-hi-law, and much com- 
fort; sometimes it is a tyrant, a moth- 
er-in-law who is eternally scolding, and 
a life that is a weariness to both flesh 
and spirit. The ceremonies of betrothal 
and marriage cause much trouble and 
anxiety. The young man's family be- 
gin the negotiations. They engage a go- 
between to call on the girl's family and 
tender a proposal of marriage. If the 
young man is considered eligible by 
the girl's parents they consult a for- 
tune-teller, who decides whether the 
betrothal would be proper. 
If his de- 


cision is favorable the go-between is 
given a card on which Is marked thc 
hour, day, month and year when, the 
girl was born. This is delivcreel to the 
young man's family, who in their turn 
consult a fortune-teller. If he also pro- 
nounces favorably a festival is hold by 
both families, the betrothal contract Is 
signed, and the bridegroom makes a 
present to the bride of a pair of brace- 
lets, but neither he nor she is present. 
The betrothal, however, is not consid- 
ered binding until n pasteboard card 
has been Interchanged hy the families. 
The bridegroom's family provide two of 
these cards, one having a gilt dnigon on 
its face, the other a Kilt phoenix. 
The 


phoenix card is retained by the young 
man's family as evidence of his engage- 
ment, while the dragon card Is kept by 
the girl's family. The betrothal is then 
complete. 


What Ship Subsidy Will Do for thc

The Frye ship subsidy bill will give 


the United States a national ocean 
mail system.

Through 
ttclinical errors, made against Sena- 
tor Frye's protest, the bill in etfect 
forbade the establishment of any mail 
lines except to the West Indies.

admitting to American registry under 
full mail pay two foreign steamers, 
costing less, one mistake was partly 
corrected ami an American transat- 
lantic line was finally started. 
The 


prime object of the hill now before 
congress is to correct the mistakes in 
1S91. 
The results will be: 


First—Tho establishment of

frequent, faster, and 
more 
commo- 


dious mail steamship lines from the 
Pacific coast to .lapan. China, tn.e 
Philippines, and Australia than 
any 


other nation now possesses and for 
less money than is now paid to the 
Peninsular and Oriental by Great Brit- 
ain or to the North German i-.oyd by 
Germany. 
Such lines, combined with 


our'transcontinental 
railroads, 
will 


give the merchants of London. Paris 
and Berlin mail communication with 
Japan, China, quicker by several days, 
than will usually he possible hy the 
Suez route. 
It is this phase of (he 


"Amerie'an peril" which renders the 
Frye bill especially distasteful wher- 
ever two or three foreign steamship 
gather. 


Second—It will give the 
United 


States a fortnightly mail service to 
Brazil and possibly, by continuation, 
to the i,a Plata ports, equal to the 
royal mail service whie'.h Great Brit- 
ain has subsidized for about 50 years.

SITE FOR THE 


MEMORIAL 


Where the People's Monument to 


Wm. McKinley Will Rise. 


Beautiful Westlawn at Canton, Ohio 


—Natural Mound Upon Which the 


Memorial Will be Erected— 


Scenes of Today. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Canton, Ohio, Jan. 9.—The mound 


where the body of William McKinley 
will eventually lie and above which 
will be reared the memorial of the 
people of the United States, is in the 
farthest section of Wcstlawn cemetery. 
Without question it is the most beau- 
tiful spot there. Senator Charles W. 
Fairbanks, of Indiana, one of the trus- 
tees of the McKinley National Me- 
morial association, which is raising lao 
funds for the memorial tomn, said, 
when he first beheld it, that it was "the 
finest spot out of doors in all the 
world." The mound rises in a gentle 
slope about 75 feet from the little 
stream that lies at its feet and curves 
in a similar graceful sweep to the cast. 
A carriage road lies at its base at the 
edge of the water and another one 
mounts the hill and circles it at tne 
back. It is purposed to use about five 
acres of the mound—its very best part, 
in fact—which will give ample room 
for the stately 
tomb 
that will be 


erected and for the spread of green- 
sward to relieve and soften it. 


Lying there William'McKinley can 


Icok with a spiritual eye upon the town 
of Canton whose chief glory he was; 
he can" see from the eyrie of his monu- 
ment the home where he was so happy 
and within whose stricken walls rests 
his devoted widow. And as he turns 
his gaze over the cemetery it will 
light on the graceful little marble 
figure—a rosy boy with a basket of 
flowers—that keeps watch and ward 
over the tiny graves of his two children 
at its feet. There is a long stretch of 
years between those little mounds and 
the great one that looks down upcn 
them, but in all the time that elapsed 
from the day that he first turned and 
left his babies in their graves, to the 
glad one when he lay in the same cem- 
etery beside them, William McKinley's 
heart was ever aching for those little 
girls. It was the greatest sorrow that 
ever entered into his life, and no glory 
that ever came thereafter lulled it into 
sleep. It is only another example of 
how destiny works for him after death 
as it did in life, that their graves are 
to He there hereafter in the protection 
of his mighty tomb whose shadow will 
cast a benediction upon them. 


Back of these pathetic little graves 


lie those of his father and mother and 
sister. Between them—a link in death 
as In life—William McKinley would 
have reposed himself had not the iovo 
and honor of the nation willed other- 
wise. 
Only simple headstones rise 


above them, characteristic in this very 
simplicity of the strong, unpretentious 
natures that lie beneath them.

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Disraeli's Alleged Plagiarism. 


The story of the repined plagiarism 


by Disraeli in his panegyric on the 
Duke of Wellington demands its sequel. 
One brief passage of thai eulogy—a 
generalization 
on 
military genius- 


was a sort of running commentary of 
a few sentences from an article writ- 
ten anonymously by M. 'ihiers 25 years 
earlier about the Marshal St. C'yr, then 
alive. 
The French 
magazine 
con- 


taining that article chanced to come 
Into Disraeli's hands, because it con- 
tained a flattering review of "Vivian 
Grey." 
Disraeli liked the particular 


passage, and It remained in his mem- 
ory till the time of his parliamentary 
paraphrase, though he may well have 
forgotten the name 
of the obscure 


French magazine which printed it, and 
M. Thlers could not bo quoted for 
what he had not then fathered. 
The 


araphrasc passage was equal in length 
to about two paragraphs of this col- 
umn, and it was not distinguishable 
by any special quality from the rest of 
Disraeli's 
speech. 
The 
Times, 
no 


friend at. any time of Disraeli, dis- 
missed the charge of plagiarism with 
a scorn as lofty as that displayed in 
some modern instances by Mr. An- 
drew Lang. 


All the same, there was a good deal 


of misrepresentation rampant at the 
time. Epigrams were the order of the 
day: 
"In sounding great Wellington's praise, 


Dizzy's grief and his truth both ap- 


pear; 


For a great fluorl of Thicrs ho let fall, 


Which were evidently meant for sin- 


core (St. C'yr!)" 


But the tables were to bo abruptly 


turned. Tho charge was that Disraeli 
had fllchod the sentences from a then 
recently published article in The Morn- 
ing Chronicle, which 
translated and 


quoted from the 
M. Thlers article. 


Thereupon the Hon. George Smytho, 
a predecessor of Mr. HennlkerHeaton 
in the representation of Canterbury, 
wrote to The Press avowing that ho 
himself was the writer of The Chron- 
icle article, and that bin attention had 
been called 10 years earlier to the pass- 
age In question by—the supposed pil- 
ferer. "It hvtherofore but fair," wrote 
Jtfr. Sraythe. "to state that, Instead of 
MY,,'Disraeli being Indebted to The 
Ctironlcle for the passage In question, 
The Chronicle was Indebted to Mr. 
Disraeli.—(London1 Chronicle.

Kinley, and he could have raised a tow- 
ering monument above them. "But he 
obeyed thc wish of their cold, white 
lips as he had tho ruddy ones of life, 
and bestowed them for their long, last 
sleep with all the simple dignity they 
loved and lived as well. 


Until tho memorial tomb is built, 


the body of William McKinley will lie 
in the public receiving vault, where it 
was placed on September 18, the day 
of the funeral. 
The massive cottln 


rests as it was placed there last Sep 
tembor, encircled by the folds of the 
Stars and Stripes. 
This vault is a 


simple but effective bit of mortuary 
architecture. 
It was a gift to West- 


lawn cemetery a number of years ago 
by Mrs. Frank Mason Werts of Can- 
ton, in honor of her husband. It is of 
Romanesque design, constructed of 
rock-faced and dressed Masillon sand 
stone at a cost of $5.000, and is built 
into the hillside. Night and day it is 
guarded by a detail of United States 
soldiers, 45 in number. 


These soldiers find their principal 


occupation in warding'off relic-hunt- 
ers. 
Every day and all hours of tho 


day, there is a stream of visitors at 
the vault. So strong is their desire for 
a remembrance—a faded flower, a bit 
of ribbon, even a spear of grass—that 
the utmost precaution must bo taken to 
thwart them. 
A sentry keeps watch 


at thc door of the vault, while other 
soldiers walk beats at. the top and 
Hides of thn hill. So wearing is this 
duty, especially in the still watches 
of tho night, when even the bravest 
feel a shadow of fear in a growsome 
cemetery, that the hours of service 
are cut down to tho smallest limit and 
each man gets three days off each 
week. To counteract the monotony of 
this existence tho men are dri'llod 
twice a day, and it is somewhat of an 
incongruity to hear thc brazen note 
of the trumpet in a cemetery calling out 
the commands and to see thc lively 
maneuvers of the men. 


Wostlawn cemetery is practically on 


the outskirts of Canton, though an ac- 
tive man or an athletic girl of thc day 
could walk it in 20 minutes. Should 
me care to ride, the electric car takes 
him within five minutes of the gates, 
and when tho memorial tomb is built 
and the national hegira begins, there 
will bo a lino to tho cemetery Itself. 


While not a. show cemetery in any 


senae of thc word—Its unpretentious- 
ness would militate against that— 
W.estlawn is ono of simple, appealing 
beauty and a quiet but definite charm 
About it Is an intangible sense of spir- 
ituality altogether missing from those 
grand cemeteries that demand admira- 
tion, and it touches tho gentler emo- 
tions like th/i distant sound of sweet- 
toned church bells.

Events and developments of large sig- 


nificance and far-reaching importance 
made memorable the presidency of 
Washington. 
The public credit and 


whole financial system of the United 
Stales was, created by Hamilton from 
fiscal chaos and founded on a rock as 
solid and enduring as the earth we 
stand on. The permanent seat of gov- 
ernment was fixed. Political parties 
took their origin and adjusted them- 
selves on lines of support or opposition 
to the policies of Washington. Vermont, 
J<entucky and Tennessee were admit- 
ted into the national union. 
In April, 1793, the neutrality procla- 


mation proved the wisdom of a nation, 
like an Individual, attending strictly to 
its own business. The next year wit- 
nessed the ever-glorious victory of An- 
thony Wayne over the Indians at Fallen 
Timbers, and the suppression of 
the 


whisky insurgents in Pennsylvania. The 
Indian peace treaty of Greenville by 
Wayne; the Jay treaty with England 
and the Pinckney treaty with Spain, 
made the year 1795 a year to be remem- 
bered. Less agreeable to remember is 
that In '1796 we paid the plundering Al- 
gerian pirates three-quarters of a, mil- 
lion dollars for ransom of prisoners, for 
'Bltbes and for the recognition of a. con- 
sul. And all because-.the. Oregon,- the 
Olympki and ;. the Brooklyn were not 
then afloat.

It is perhaps not wlderiy'known .that 


tlie Infant- republic ->had> a. desperate 
struggle to survi.ve its infancy. The in- 
disputable historic truth, is that fewas 
set upon by as evilly-designing a-Bom- 
bination of enemieso a,tvd as malign a 
concentration of enmities,, as eve»'as- 
saulted the fairest political work of hu- 
man hands. 
George III, down to the .date of.hls 
Insanity, entertained a fleep-seateal(dis- 
like for his disloyal subjects. William 
Pitt, who had gone Into office and out 
of office with Lord Shelburne, felt .none 
of his patron's ardent desire for a,Ja.st- 
ing peace with America. He Avas-play- 
Ing politics for a- permanent tenure -of 
office and hostility to the. new republic 
was the winning political card. A son 
of the illustrious statesman and orator, 
Lord Chatham, Pitt .was reaping the 


'benefit 
ot the reaction that always 
(comes when a truly great man is treat- 
ed with ingratitude or Injustice. 
Be- 


sides this aid. ho understood the power 
of the dinner table better than any pub- 
lic mnn of the last century. While the 
eloquent Chatham tried to make his 
hopeful son a great orator, he succeeded 
in making him only a great decluimer 
and.-great politician.. The British cabi- 
net from the date of Slielburno's retire- 
ment in 17M. .whether- the controlling 
splijlt was Fox, North 
or Pitt, wan 


openly or covertly hostile.to the new 
.republic. Whether.at war with France-, 
•with Spain, or ostensibly at peace, IDnR- 
land was, until recent years, always at 


war with this country. That monarchy i.lican rxperiment. Godoy, the despicable 
long^tri^d to maintain a cordon of sta-[paramour of the queen of Spain, was 


then controlling and blighting Spain's 
tlons and .settlements to connect, her 
dominions in Canada with her domin- 
ions, past or prospective, in Louisiana 
and the Floridas. With sinister intent 
she. sent" agents to the Mississippi, to 
Kentucky', to the Indfans. and sent fur 
traders everywhere, to foment strife and 
enmity against the inheritors of free- 
ilom'.In 'holding fast to the military posts 
contrary to express treaty stipulations, 
the. unnatural mother seemed to be 
waiting" near by and eagerly expecting 
to share'-the territorial spoils and po- 
litical plunder frotji 
her 
off-spring's 


wrecked republic. To witness brave men 
battling', against odds, which is said to 
inspire .the sympathy of the noblest 
gods, seemed not to develop a sympa- 
thetic softness in the'.heart of Mother 
Ens-land.^

France, too, was plundering our ships 


at sea and in her prize courts, with all 
the'alacrity and inherited skill of the 
Norse pirates and 
land-robbers from 
whom 
the 
inhabitants of northern 
France were chiefly descended. This 
once most helpful friend was sending 
agents .to. Louisiana to foment insurrec- 
tion a^pong - the 
French inhabitants 
there, with the hope .of profiting by the 
'downfall of Spanish power which was 
threatened .by the virtual closing by 
Sp'ain of the navigation of the great 
continental river. From and after tlie 
death'of-Count de Vergennes, the first, 
and most serviceable friend this repub- 
lic'ever had in Europe, the policy of 
France'was reversed and that country 
was.made antagonistic by Montmorln, 
Le Br'un and other small men, who were 
not filling but sloshing around in the 
high .-place' of the great 
Vergennes; 


while,still smaller men, such as- Genet, 
Fauchet and Adet, were sent to bring 
discredit and dishonor upon France, in 
America. Citizen Genet Introduced the 
bull-ln-a-china-shop brand of diplom- 
acy! He landed at Charleston; began at 
once fitting out privateers and opening 
recru(ting offices: got vessels to sea by 
lying about their character and destina- 
tion: joined the secretary of state in or- 
ganizing1 Jacobin or Democratic socie- 
ties III,'Pennsylvania, Kentucky and 
elsewhere, -which clubs Washington de- 
clared • "caused 
and 
encouraged" the 
whisky., insurrection; , wound 
up 
his 


demagogue diplomacy by vilifying the 
government for its strict neutrality and 
threatening to appeal from the presi- 
dent .to the people, was fired out of tbu 
country suddenly, his velocity being ac- 
celerated by the'Square-toed boot of the 
indignant chief magistrate. 
And tbe'oncp proud but now prostrate 


Spain joined the yelp and cry growing 
louder and louder 'against a feeble na- 
tion impoverished and exhausted by a 
dcsolHttnB war, ready to seize all thn 
territory in sight, in the crush that 
would follow tlio failure of the repub- 


destinies; Gardoqul was hostile at all 
times and everywhere, as usual, and 
Governor Miro was spending his last 
days at New Orleans, prior to his pro- 
motion, in tampering with ami tempt- 
ing the hard-pressed frontier Ameri- 
cans and promising- them free naviga- 
tion, free trade and free everything if 
they would only bow down and worship, 
not Satan, but Godoy and his royal mis- 
tress. 


Time brings its retributions and mor- 
tals are permitted to witness examples 
not merely of poetic: but of divine jus- 
tice. 
The Spain which snubbed Jay, 
Short. Carmiehael and other American 
agents, a little more than a century 
ago, is now the last country in the world 
to attempt such antics now. And singu- 
lar to say. the three leading monarchies 
of Europe, that after 
the 
death of 


Franklin, In 1700, abused our patience 
and wronged us most, are now gently 
playing second violin to Russia, '.Ger- 
many and the great republic, which 
havo taken their stately places as the 
world's, most potent powers of the 20th 
century. 


Adding to these cotnpllcationa, nearly 


60.000 savages in the northwest and 
southwest were lurking on the exposed 
frontiers of the new-born union. Hun- 
dreds of brave men had gone down un- 
der their murderous rides and toma- 
hawks at Blue Licks, at the defeat of 
Harmer and on the retreat of St. Clair. 
The pioneer families on the 
frontier 
knew not, wh6iv their sole support went 
forth each day to win bread from the 
soil, that they would ever see him again 
alive. The nightly war whoop startled 
the cattle in- the fields and the habes in 
the cradle. The burning ot: Washing- 
ton's personal friend. Colone! Craw- 
ford, at the stake and before the eyes 
of the Infamous Simon Glrty, called for 
an end to such unspeakable atrocities. 


Yet worse In one sense and manifestly 
more distressing than the hostilities of 
the Englishmen, the Frenchmen, the 
Spaniards and the Indians, was the war 
made on the first administration by the 
Virginia and other politicians. That 
public men from his own stale 
who 


knew him well and knew that his mo- 
tives were lofty and pure, should im- 
pugn every motive and oppose every 
net. WHS what the high-bred Washing- 
ton could never understand. An un- 
Feltish patriot in every breath thut he 
dn-w, he did not know that ambitious 
men played a cunning game called 
"politics" and that they sometimes 
played for as- high stakes as his own 
high place. Allured by such a dazzling 
prlKc »s the presidency for eight years, 
what politicians of ambition and ability 
wfiiikl not play any concerted combina- 
tion game to win? Three Virginia neigh- 
bors found the winter evenings long 


when far from home and well adapted 
for developing comprehensive schemes 
for their mutual advantage. When the 
facts.compel us to affirm that Wash- 
ington's trusted confidant, Madison, re- 
versed himself in a night and from the 
leader of the administration became the 
leader of the opposition in the house of 
representatives, we need not recall the 
treachery of others to.prove the first 
president's distracting trials and mental 
agonies. Opposed in cabinet, senate and 
house in every line of his policy by the 
three most controlling men of his own 
state, it need hardly cause surprise that 
groans of pain escaped him, that "He 
would rather be in his grave at Mt. Ver- 
non than be the emperor of the world." 
The Constitution being on. trial, the 
fiercest fight came on its right inter- 
pretation. This was the political Val- 
ley Forge that 
Washington passed 
through, compared with the sufferings 
of which the Valley Forge of the revo- 
lution was the seat of-luxury! But with 
the. aid of Hamilton, Jay and Ames, he 
gave the interpretations declared true 
by Marshall, Story and Webster and 
from which haye. 'flowed unnumbered 
blessings to the more, jlsKect and more 
stable union and to ew/ state in the 
Louisiana' region:'"' 


But the Lord of jiistice. slow to wrath, 
at last allowed his hand to fall heavily; 
upon the demons of the forest. In 1794," 
General James Robertson directed Col- 
onel Whitely and Major Ore to attack 
the Chichamauga savages, near their 
hiding place on the Tennessee river. 
These gallant soldiers delivered a crush- 
ing blow. The same year Gen. Wayne, 
aided by Piomingo and 120 Chlckasaw 
warriors', g-uined such an overwhelm- 
ing victory over 
the 
northwestern 
tribes, that they were all eager to sue 
for 
peace. 
This soldier-negotiator's 
treaty of Greenville put an end to In- 
dian wars, until another great Indian 
fighter and treaty-maker. Old Tippe- 
canoe, nobly filled Wayne's high place 
in history. The Jay treaty of 1795, 
brought about the peaceful surrender of 
all the British posts in June and July, 
1798,. and put an end to the British 
depredations upon our commerce. 
Al- 
though violently opposed by the Spanish, 
agents, by Citizen Genet. Citizen Jeffer- 
son, Citizen Monroe, in short, by all the 
foreign and domestic enemies of the ad- 
ministration, it passed the senate by a 
vote of .20 to 10. 
Spanish exactions, 


plottlngs and . outrages, 
were tem'po- 


•rarlly ended by Thomas Pinckney'a 
treaty of October 27, 1795, which con- 
ceded the boundary, on the south, estab- 
lished by the treaty of 17S2 with Great 
I Britain. 


Baron de Carondelet became governor 


of Louisiana and West Florida on Jan- 
uary 1, 1702. The population of New 
Orleans at the end of that year. was 
6,000. The revenues were but J7.000. Tha 
lighting of the streets and the employ- 
ment of watchmen, then began. 
The 


slave trade with the coast of Africa was 
encouraged by the Spanish king. Trada 
with Philadelphia was favored and In- 
creased by Philadelphia merchants es- 
tablishing branch houses in New Or- 
leans. 
Some six or more subjects of 


French extraction who showed an un- 
common interest about 1733 in the re- 
publican movement In France were im- 
prisoned In Havana for a year. Strorig 
fortifications were built above and be- 
low the city. Fort St. Philip was erect- 
ed by this governor on Plaque'mlnes. 
Citizen Genet's two expeditions planned 
to move dawn the Mississippi, caused 
some alarm in 1704 but soon proved 
abortive. The United States govern- 
ment suddenly stopped his active'fe-\ 
crulting business. 
Le Moniteur de'la 


Louisiana made Its appearance? - thla 
year. 
There was also completed the 


Cathedral built by Don Andre Almon- 
aster at his own expense. A hospital 
also had been built and endowed by 
him.

The scheming of the Marquis de Mai- 
sonrougc, Gayoso de Lemos and others; 
with Sebastian and Power, two rene- 
gade Americans, to separate the western 
country from the United States came to 
naught. An attempted slave insurrec- 
tion in 1795. wa's1 promptly and summar- 
ily suppressed by Baron Carondelet-by 
killing 25. hanging 50 and Hogging. a.H 
many more. The free navigation of the 
Mississippi from its source- to the sea, 
under the treaty of San Lorenzo, was 
reasonably . employed by the up-rivev 
Americans for'threo years. With a view 
of inducing French royalists and other 
desirable immigrants to settle in Lou- 
isiana, Governor Carondelet made larg- 
er 'grants of lands to Baron .da Bastrop 
and other inert of consequence.

THE GROWTH OF COLORADO CITY. 


O 


NE OF the best proofs of the growth of any com-' 


tnunity is given by the increasing demand upon 
the public school system. 
Indeed the school 


census may often serve as a basis for dctcrmin- 


•" \ the actual population of a city and very reliable esti- 
•..mtes may be had in this way. 


Comparatively-few of the people oC Colorado Springs 


realize how rapidly and to what an extent our nearest 
neighbor Is growing in municipal importance. Colorado 
City Is now, under the state law, a city of the second 
class, tile same'as Colorado Springs was up to less than 
a year ago. If it did not lie in the shade of its larger 
neighbor, it would be recognized as one of the best, most 
progressive and most promising among the smaller cities 
of the state. On Wednesday afternoon the taxpayers of 
Colorado City unanimously voted to issue school bonds 
to the amount of .f-lG.OOO. 
This sum of money will be 


used for the erection of two new school houses, one of 
which -will be built on,the south side of Fountain creek 
near the .chlorination works, while the other one will be 
erected in the southeastern part of the city. 


The voting of these bonds and the decision to proceed 


immediately with the construction of these new school 
houses is a sufficient demonstration of the progress and 
growth of.Colorado City. At the same time we are in- 
formed that a syndicate composed of local and eastern 
capitalists has purchased a valuable tract of land south 
of the Midland shops and near the Telluride Reduction 
company's new mill, and will immediately make exten- 
sive improvements on the property. 


There is every indication that Colorado City is bound 


to make a very rapid growth in the near future and the 
best of it is that this growth rests upon a sure foundation 
of natural resources and advantages which are sufficient 
to insure a permanent prosperity for many years to come. 


THE MINNESOTA PRIMARY ELECTION LAW- 
I 


N CURRENT political discussion we are hearing a 


good deal about the Minnesota primary election law, 
and the advisability of its adoption in this state as a 
means of correcting some of the political abuses that 


have arisen here. 


In the' October number of the Review of Reviews there 


will be found an excellent article written by A. L. Mearkle, 
and entitled "The Minnesota Primary Election Law— 
Experience Under It Up to Date." As this number of the 
magazine .may not be accessible to Gazette readers, a 
statement of the principal leatures of the law will no 
doubt be acceptable to them. The author of the Minne- 
sota primary election law passed by the state legislature 
in 1899 claims originality for it in the following partic- 
ulars: 


"1. Concurrent primaries for all parties on one day, 


under compulsion. 


"2. Primary election held on registration day .for gen- 


eral election. 


"3. Registration machinery used for the election, thus 


saving expense. 


"•1. Alternation of positions of names of candidates on 


ballots, so that every other ticket has name* in different 
locations. 
it,,, 
, 


"Add to th-esc'^datures the Australian ballot, almost 


the same as voted at the general election, and you have 
the Minnesota primary election plan in a nutshell." 


The object of the law is to take the selection of the 


candidates out of the hands of the professional political 
manipulators or bosses, and to place it where it right- 
fully belongs with the people. That it has accomplished 
this purpose in Minnesota does not admit of any doubt, 
and there is every reason to believe that it would no the 
same thing if tried in Colorado or elsewhere. Under the 
present law and custom in this state, whether the can- 
didates are nominated at a primary election, or by ward 
caucus, it usually happens that the nominations arc made 
and controlled by a small number of political workers. 
Sometimes these nominations are strictly in accordance 
with the wishes of the better element of the party and 
coincide very closely with what the result would be under 
the Minnesota plan. But too often it happens that im- 
proper influences are brought to bear, and the resulting 
nominations are such that they receive the party support 
and the party vote only as a choice of the lesser evil as 
compared with the ticket of the other party which has 
been selected in the same way. 


Public sentiment in Colorado has nearly reached the 


point where it demands a fair trial of the Minnesota 
system, and it is the general belief of those who arc 
most desirous of advancing the political standard and of 
promoting the general welfare of the people of the state, 
that thin plan if tried would prove a sufficient remedy for 
many of our political evils, and when once tried would 


1 be so satisfactory that there would be no thought of a 


return to the present system. 


PILGRIMAGE BY TROLLEY. 


I 


F THE plans of an American syndicate are carried out, 


pious Mohammedans will shortly be able to visit the 
tomb of the prophet by trolley car, and the pil- 
grimage which is necessary to every devotee of that 


faith can bo made as rapidly and commodiously as the trip 
from Colorado Springs to Manitou. The present proposi- 
tion is that a syndicate of Cleveland and Chicago capital- 
ists shall build an electric line from Cairo in Egypt to 
Mount Sinai and thciice along the coast of the Red Sea 
through Syria and Arabia to Mecca. A branch is to con 
nect Damascus with the system at Mount Sinai. 


There is a striking incongruity in the connection of 


these ancient names with so very modern a thing as a 
trolley line. The proposed route follows that pursued by 
the Israelites in their journey from Egypt into Palestine, 
and it seems almost sacrilegious to think of journeying 
in this way where Moses and Joshua ami the children of 
Israel passed in such tribulation so many centuries ago. 
But we are told that the "proposition" is a good one, and 
that a single one of the annual Mohammedan pilgrimages 
to Mecca will pay a handsome profit on the cost of con- 
struction.

THE OVER-WORKED PRESIDENT. 


I 


N THE OPINION of ex-Senator William E. Chandler 


the' president of the United States has too much to 
do. 
Mr. -Chandler asserts that a president has now 
only three objects in life—first, to see 20,000 peo- 
ple a year; second, to accomplish 2,000 little 
things, and, third, to try to do 200 great things. 
In the seeing of so many thousand people about 
trivial matters and in giving his attention to 
the thousand of little things the president, Mr. 
Chandler insists, is worn .out and becomes phy- 
sically unable to grapple with the great prob- 
lems to which he ought to give his undivided at- 
tention. 
Mr. Chandler cues 
from 
personal 


knowledge the cases of presidents who have al- 
most succumbed under the strain, instancing par- 
ticularly President Arthur, in whose cabinet he 
was the secretary of the navy, and President 
McKinley, to whoso impaired health Mr. Chand- 
ler attributes inability to recover from the shock 
of the assassin's bullet. 
Mr. Chandler expresses 


his regret that President Roosevelt, "even with 
his quickness, his acuteness, and his present un- 
tiring industry and unbounded energy, has given 
countenance to the idea that he will do all the 
appointing himself and 
hear all that 
anyone 


hns to say concerning any appointment." 
Mr. 


Chandler thinks that the grea't weight of the 
pressure for office ought to fall upon the cabinet 
ministers, and tnat the president ought to have 
more time for important things. 
Mr. Chandler's views do not have the merit of novelty, 


Cor this matter has been pretty thoroughly discussed be- 
ore, but there are some reasons why the present is a par- 
ticularly opportune time for reviving the agitation. 


"What is wanted in the person of Mr. Roose- 


velt," says Mr. Chandler, "and in every other 
person whom the twentieth century • may see in 
the White 
house, is a president 
who will :be 


allowed to serve the whole people with all his 
heart and strength, with all his mind and bbdy, 
in the discharge of his official duties, unhihu- 
ered by the pressure upon him of so many thous- 
ands o£ his countrymen as have in recent years 
encroached upon the time and patience of our 
presidents and kept them from their public work, - 
or compelled 'them to do it by impairing their 
physfcal health and overstraining their mental 
powers. 
The time has come wnen: access! to 


the president, except at public receptions, should 
be limited to the cabinet ministers, senators; rep- 
resentatives and ambassadors, and to such other 
persons only as are given interviews for 'public 
purposes after written • applications have been 
received and carefully considered. 
The public 


receptions of the • president should be few and 
there should be no intrusions upon his-social 
life, which he should be allowed to regulate ac- 
cording to his own will and pleasure, and no per- 
son should take offense because not invited to his 
presence or find fault with his selection, of .his 
company, whatever may be its race or color. 


"This needed change of custom will at first, 


no doubt, be unpopular. 
It will be condemned 


as unrepublican exclusivencss.. 
It will require 


to begin the new rule, a president who has.been 
a man of the people, who is known to be at heart 
thoroughly democratic in all his ideas and ways, 
and who is also strong in his convictions and 
fearless in his actions. 
Is not Mr.-Roosevelt 


such a president? 
Will he inaugurate the re- 


form?" 
. . , - . . 


The argument is not all on Mr. Chandler's side. 
It 


is fair to ask, for instancfc, what better work can occupy 
the president's attention than to see that the official ma- 
chinery is running smoothly throughout the union, 'to 
know that the federal appointees in the various states are 
men of good character and ability, and to listen to cpm- 
plaints that may come from the people. 
Even in the old 


days of absolutism; the ktng's'duty included the hearing 
of complaints and the redressing of wrongs, and the good 
king was the one who did this part of his work most 
thoroughly. 
Why should a Republican president be less 


In touch with the common people? 


Possibly if the president' were not so occupied with 


these matters he would undertake other things. But what 
could he do? 
Should he interfere with the work of the 


cabinet ministers? 
Should he venture upon tho ground 


that congress holds with such a jealous regard for its 
prerogatives? 


As for the cabinet officers it is very much to be'doubted 


whether it would bo an improvement to entrust to them 
the distribution of the immense patronage of the gov- 
ernment. 


A MEXICAN VIEW OF DIVORCE.

country, and explains the reason: 


They arc almost unknown in our

try. 
We allow divorces for but one reason,

sequence is that we seldom hear of a divorce. 
Of course wo allow legal separations, but no- 


1 body asks for them. 
If such were the law here 


few would apply for these while-you-wait de- 
crees. 
A recapitulation of the number of di- 


vorcees who have remarried within six months 
after the rendition of a decree would illustrate 
what I contend: 
Once remove the prospec- 


tive second affair and there is no termination 
to the first affair. 
In other words, in my coun- 


try wo say to a.man and to a woman, make up 
your minds to get along together, because you 
will have to. 
The result is a growing popu- 


lation with continuous families, all fairly well 
associated with each other and divorce oeerees 
cause national amazement. 
There is matter • in these .remarks that is worth 


thinking about. 


A NICARAGUA^ VICTORY.

HE passage of the Hepburn bill in the house by 


an almost unanimous vote does not Insure its 
adoption by the senate without 'amendment. 
Indeed it has been expected that the strength 


of the opposition would appear in the senate, and the 
house was regarded as almost certain to pass the bill. 


The tremendous majority in favor of the Nicaragua 


route was a surprise both to the friends and the op- 
ponents of the measure and there is no doubt that the 
result of the vote has added considerably to the chances 
of its final success. 


It looks very much as though the day of Panama 


had passed, and as though the schemes of those in- 
terested in blocking the construction of the canal were 
to prove unavailing. 


The reported discovery of platinum in commercial 


quantities in the copper ores of Laramie county in Wyo- 
ming may stimulate prospectors In Colorado to look for 
similar ore. Colorado ha* thus far responded to piac- 
tlcally every demand made upon its treasure vaults'of 
rnirioral wealth, and platinum may not be an exception. 


RAILWAY IMPROVEMENTS. 


F 


OR many years the American people were con- 


tcrft to measure their progress in railways by 
the number of .miles added during the year. The 
vast extent of our continent, the distances that 


ieparated the various states, the richness and the dl- 
ersity of their products and material resources and tho 
snterprislng nature of our people combined to give the 
American nation the lead as railway builders. 
But at 


first all other matters were subordinated to getting rail- 
way communication, while all the varied elements that 
contribute towards comfort, safety and speed came as 
a secondary consideration. 


In 1854 thp railway mileage in Great Britain was 


S.053. while that of the United States was 16.720. Forty- 
five years later the railway mileage of Great Britain had 
ncreased 170 per cent, to a total of 21.700 miles. 
In 


he same period the mileage of the United States had 
ncreased 1,044 per cent., or to a total, of 174.678 miles. 
From June 30. 1892. to .Tune 30, 1893, there were built 
n tho United States nearly 4,900 miles of railroad, 
while in no year 
after 
that 
up to 1901 has there 


been built more than 2.900 miles. 
There has, however, 


been a most marked increase in railway comfort, speed 
and safety, and also in the ability of the railroads to 
carry freight and,passengers at a minimum cost. Rc- 
cnl statistics show that the average charge per ton 
per mile on all American railroads for all classes of 
relght Is now less than three quarters of a cent, and for 
he eastern trunk lines alone it is about one half cent 
per ton per mile. 
In Great Britain the average charge 


per ton per mile is 2 4-10 cents, in France, 2 2-10, in 
Germany 1 6-10 and in Russia 2 4-10 cents per ton per 
mile. 
These figures are only made possible by most 


mproved construction, equipment 
and 
organization. 


They involve the elimination of curves 
and 
heavy 


grades, the strengthening of bridges and rails, the use 
of locomotives and cars of the most Improved con- 
struction and of mammoth proportions, the hauling of 
ong trains at a minimum cost, and, In general, the per- 
fecting of organization so that all charges of all kinds 
are reduced to a minimum. 


In many parts of the United States the mileage of 


the railroads has nearly reached a maximum. 
There 


s a certain limit beyond which it is not profitable to 
go, and in a great many of the states railway construc- 
tion in the future will be limited to the electric lines. 
The growth .'of the American railway system in the 
future will be shown more by the improvements upon 
Ines already built than by the construction of new 
ones. 
For instance, we are informed that the Balti- 


more & Ohio 
system will spend during 1902 $50,000,- 


000 in addition to $50,000,000 that has been spent with- 
n the past year. 
The Pennsylvania railroad contem- 


plates an expenditure for betterments and new ter- 
minals of nearly $100,000,000. 
Other roads, eastern 


and western, are also laying their plans for large im- 
provements of their roadbeds, and equipments. 
The 


Union Pacific engaged largely in this work last year, 
as also did the Santa Fc. 
The Rio Grande railroad 


has been for several years. past almost constantly at 
work straightening its line, strengthening its bridges 
and putting down new and heavier rails in place of the 
old ones. 


It is not as easy for the statisticians to take ac- 


count of these Improvements as to reckon the new 
miles of railway added to the grand total for each year, 
but at the present time a far greater amount of money 
is being spent in making the railroads better than in 
making them longer. 


In no country of the world are passengers carried 


so cheaply, so rapidly, so comfortably and so safely as 
they are in the United States, and the i millions of dol- 
:ara that are now being spent in railway Improvements 
will show, still more marked results along" thoso lines 
In t

DDITIpNAti details of preliminary plans looking 


to an exhibition of afrships at the Louisiana 
Purchase ^exposition add to the interest created 
by the announcement In last Tuesday's Gazette 


thaC the fair association proposed to offer a prize of 
|2$0,000 in an <alrship competition. 
;!*,The plans contemplate an aerial tournament that will 
begone of the great features of the fair. Messrs. Charles 
VVVKnapp and Nathan Frank, members of the executive 
committee of the exposition, have been appointed as a 
sub-committee on this important project. 
They have 


called Into consultation Prof. S. P. Langley, secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institution at Washington, who is well 
known for his Investigations and practical experiments 
in the line of aerial navigation, and Octave Cuunate of 
the Western Society o£ Engineers, of Chicago, another 
distinguished scientist who has given special attention to 
aerostation. 


A cablegram from London says that Sir Hiram Maxim, 


the American inventor, expresses much interest in tho 
proposed contest, and is willing to spend J100.000 as a par 
tlclpant in the effort to win the prize. President David 
R. Francis of the Exposition company says that Mr. 
Maxim will be invited to participate as soon as the com' 
mlttee of aerial experts has crystallized the plan for tha 
contest. 


In connection with the tournament there will also ba 


held an aerostatic congress in which, the subject will ba 
exhaustively discussed by those who have undertaken 
practical experiments in aerial navigation. 


The director of exhibits, Mr. Frederick ,7. V. Skiff, 


in making up his classification for the exhibit depart 
menta of the world's fair, some time ago, Included in 
the department of transportation, in Group No. 77, pro- 
visions for aerial navigation. The group is arranged in 
four classes. Class 481 relates to balloon construction: 
fabrics, varnish, cars, valves, netting, cordage, appli- 
ances for stopping balloons, such as anchors and grap- 
nels; the generation of hydrogen and other light gases; 
captive balloons. Class 482 relates to aerial voyages; tho 
use of balloons for tho study of the atmosphere, air 
currents, clouds, temperature at great heights, optical 
phenomena, etc.; drawings, maps of journeys, diagrams 
photographs. 
Class 483 relates to military ballooning; 


military captive balloons and their accessories; winding 
drums, transport wagons; apparatus for inflation. Class 
484 relates to aerial navigation; dirigible balloons and 
guiding apparatus; flying machines; screw propellers; 
aeroplanes and parachutes. 


This last class is the one which is at present arousing 


the greatest public interest, and Secretary Walter B 
Stevens of the exposition association reports that there 
is now a prospect of at least 100 entries representing not 
less than 10 countries. 


Professor Lombard of the University of Michigan is

NEWSPAPER INFLUENCE. 


T 


HERE are two widely different opinions in .regard 


to the infiuence of the modern newspaper. If 
we are to believe those arrayed upon one side, 
the newspapers themselves have already gone 


ar to ruin whatever influence they once possessed. Ac- 


rding to this theory there Is a distinct shade of yellow 


n the tone of the newspaper of today. Its object is to 
make money for the proprietors at any cost to tho com- 
rmmitv. or to promote the selfish aims and ambitions, of 
omc individual, corporation or political party without 
cgard to the effect that this may have upon the morals 
f the public, the welfare of the community, or the na- 
ional interests. People who hold this opinion naturally 
elievc that whatever appears In the newspaper is cither 
ntendert to make business for tho counting room or else has 
ccn paid for in one way or another. They seem to think 
hat a newspaper prefers to tell untruths rather than, to 
tate the facts exactly as they are, and that whatever 
rlticlsm it published of persons or policies is dictated 
y malice or other unworthy motive. 


The contrary opinion la well expressed in an address 


which was delivered on December 24, by Professor Charles 
R. Barrett, superintendent of the Chicago Atheneum, be- 
ore its faculty and students at the Auditorium in that 
ity. Professor Barrett took a moat optimistic view of 
he press as an educator, and declared that Its study is 
ndispensable to teachers and pupils. 


I venture to say that during the year just 


closed there has not been an editorial in any of 
our great dailies that has been contrary to public 
policy. These editorials are always on the side of 
honest administration of city, state and national 
government. Men of good and bad influence in 
high and low places are brought to public view. 
The press is a searchlight on all public events. 
It tells the whole world the character of public 
men and how they are performing their duties. 


The press encourages man In everything but 


folly and evil. It conducts a great school. 
Its 


doors are open day and night for the betterment of 
tho poor and ignorant, the rich and the wise. It 
encourages enterprise. 
It is rarely pessimistic. 


It often gives warnings of threatening conditions, 
which is only to safeguard the people. It brings 
its reports always within the range of fallible 
human skill. 
The better a person knows the 


world under the conditions of his time the more 
intelligent and the more capable he Is. He can- . 
not get the everyday intelligence from books, be- 
cause they contain records of events that are 
past, so he is obliged to turn to the newspapers 
for the knowledge he must have of existing con- 
ditions that affect his interests In whatever line 
he may be engaged. 


Civilization is enlightenment and enterprise. 


Our social and industrial bodies are guided b; 
newspaper influence. The press represents pub- 
lic Interests, so that no organization is secure in 
its discharge of private or public trusts that does 
not meet the approval of the press. The press, 
to a very great degree, molds public opinion and 
public taste. 
It is the representative of tho 


people. 


The press wants to be and usually is 'on the 


right side of public questions and public inter- 
ests, and that is where we flnd the best people, 
the most successful man Is the moat useful man. 
I do not know of a more useful man than he who 
defines the policy of a good newspaper. 


It is Impossible to fix the educational limita- 


tions of'the press. They are as wide and varied 
as human affairs. Some people think it goes too 
far in dealing with matters of private concern. 
Newspaper notoriety Is either favorable or un- 
favorable to the persons involved, just., as their 
conduct has been good or bad.- There is always 
some reaaon for the report. It is advisable that ' 
the public should know the character of Indi- 
viduals, otherwise we should know only those of 
our personal acquaintance. Without. the press 
, 


we should know practically nothing about living 
statesmen, philanthropists, capitalists, educators, 
artists, musicians, authors, scientists, explorers, 
sportsmen, criminals or anarchists—the charac- 
ters that are valuable and objectionable to so- 
ciety and civilization. 
Through tho press the 


accomplishments of the men and women who 
constitute these different classes are made known 
to millions as have been Carnegie's munificence 
and Czolgosz's crime. 


Teachers and students, I recognize your high 


purpose in life, your desire to know the world 
as it is shaped by natural causes and by the acts 
of mankind. These purposes and desires arc in- 
fluenced by conditions. A knowledge of these 
conditions is acquired through experience and 
news channels. You must know tho world be- 
yond your seeing and hearing It. 
I earnestly 


commend to you the regular and the careful 
reading of a modern newspaper. 
Professor Barrett's remarks will doubtless be wel- 


comed by a chorus of approval from newspapers who fall 
.o recognize that the only praise that ia worth anything 
s critical and just. The remarks may also serve as ar 
antidote to some of the senseless abuse that la being 
heaped upon the modern newspaper indiscriminately. 


The real truth of the matter undoubtedly lies between 


the two extremes. Newspapers are not all good, and they 
are not all of them, bad. A stream can rife no righer 
than its source, and the product of the newspaper force 
and organization cannot possibly be higher than the 
standard of those who direct Its affairs and supply its 
material. There arc newspapers that are controlled by 
unworthy motives. There arc newspapers that arc run 
merely as money-making machines. 
There are news 


papers that make sensationalism their chief 
object 


There 
are 
newspapers 
that 
make 
blackmallinj 


in one form 
or another, open or disguised, theli 


chief 
principle 
in business matters. 
And on 
the 


other hand, there are newspapers which have re- 
fined themselves out of the current of human affairs am 
are trying to maintain so high a standard that they are 
entirely out of tho reach of ordinary human sympathy 
and interest. 


The average newspaper occupies a middle position and 


it Is greatly to the credit of tho American newspaper that 
the average position is as high and as far advanced as 1 
actually is. While Professor Barrett's encomiums appear 
to bo somewhat exaggerated, there Is in them a groai 
deal of truth, and general observation and experienci 
confirm tho idea .that tho average American newspapei 
does earnestly try to tell tho truth and to promote tho 
general welfare and Intereata of the community in whlcl 
it is published. It is because thin fact is true, and because 
it IB known to be true by tho people, that the American 
newspaper does have a strong Influence upon public sen 
tlment. In exceptional cases, where a particular newt 
paper does not exercise its power for the right, and will 
proper honesty, it rapidly loses its influence and instead 
of a benefit to tho community In which it is published 
becomes a source of great evil.

The Woman's Journal, under date of 
anuary 4, 1900, has the following ex- 
ellent review of the life-work of the 
alented "Jennie June" (Mrs. Jennie C. 
roly), who passed away on December 
3, at her home In New York city: 
"Mrs. Ci'oly, better known by her pen- 
ame of 'Jennie June,' was a woman 
much and deservedly beloved. She had 
eon a pioneer both in journalism and 
n club work, and was often called 'the 
mother of women's clubs.' 
"Jane Cunningham was born at Mar- 
et Harborough, England, December 19, 
S29. 
She came to the United States 
i'ith her family when she was 10-years 
Id. She was a precocious child, and at 
x years of age formed a juvenile tero- 
erance society. At Southbrldge, Mass., 
'here she went to school, she edited a 
chool paper, wrote plays, and acted as 
tage manager. 
"In 18C5, before any other woman had 
ntered journalism, she gained a place 
n the staff of Noah's Sunday Times, 
•rltlng under the name of 'Jennie June.' 
he became a special writer on fash- 
ons, and was the flrst to undertake the 
yndicating system now so generally in 
se. 
"In 1856 she married David G. Croly, 
journalist 
of 
New 
York 
city,— 


or many years managing editor of the 
Vorld,-r-but her literary and journalistic 
vork was not Interrupted by her mar- 
iage. Her husband said that no work- 


on the staff was her equal as a wrlt- 
r. 
In 1857 she began to supply the 


eading dally papers of the country -with 
i fashion and woman's gossip letter, 
nd In this way her pen tiarne", 'Jennie 
une/ became a household word. 
"For over 40 yepi's Mrs. Croly held 
•arlous editorial positions on newspa- 
iers and magazines, including tho Dem-' 
cratjc Review,, the Weekly Illustrated 
^ews, the Home-Maker, and

Magazine. 
She was editor of 
st's Magazine from 1860 to 1887. She' 
eprcsented In New York the New Gr- 
oans'"Delta, the Richmond 
Enquirer, 


and'thfe Louisville Journal from 1856 to 
858,. and wrote letters for 16 years to 
lie New Orleans Picayune and the Bal- 
imore .American. 
"In 18J9 her husband died. In the

Croly founded tl|t.

vomen's clubs, and sustained it

Ight years. She called the flrst wom- 
an's congress in New York in 18B6, and 
he second: in 1869; founded Sorosis In 
868, and was its president from 1868 t<j 
870, and from 1876 to 188G. She founded 
he New York Woman's Press club In 
889. She was also tho flrst president 
of the New York State .Federation of 
iVomen's Clubs. She was president af 
:he Press club and honprary president 
of Sorosis arid of the State Federation 
at the time of her death. On her 70th 
ilrthday the women's clubs of New 
York gave her several receptions, and 
:he Women's Press club, on February 
.6, 1900, gave her a'farewell reception 
on leaving for England. Only a few 
days ago Sorosis made arrangements to 
devote to her use from its treasury such 
'unds-as would keep her in her acciis- 
;omed comfort until the end of her life. 
This action was on account of the re? 
cent failure of some of Mrs. Croly's In- 
vestments. 


"Mrs. Croly was a friend of equal suf- 
i'age. She published several books for 
ivomen, including a cookery book, and 
one on the woman's1 club movement In 
America. She was the mother of six 
children, three of whom survive her. 
"It Is not Strictly correct to say that 


Mrs. Croly founded the flrst woman's 
club, as the New England Women's club 
was organized 
before Sarosls, and a 


woman's club in Michigan (started by 
Mrs. Lucinda H. Stone) and a society qf 
women 
iri Philadelphia \yere formed 


many years earlier still. But Mrs. Croly 
took a prominent part In the club move- 
Tient while It was yet irt its infancy, and 
iier club, Sorosis; bore so largely the. 
brunt'of the ridicule and opposition that 
It is popularly supposed to have been 
the llrst women's club.

An excellent plain staining fluid for 


floors is permanganate of potash, which 
may be used in a proportion of an ounce 
and a half to a gallon of boiling water. 
The crystals cost only ten cents an 
ounce, making the stain 
among the 
cheapest that can be procured. 
As la 


well known, It is an excellent disinfec- 
tapt, so its sanitary value is apprecia- 
ble. The easiest way to apply the stain 
is to use a painter's flat brush, working 
with the grain of the wood. If. after one 
coat the stain docs not seem to be dark 
enough, a second may be applied. The 
floor should then be gone over with 
two or three coats of linseed oil rubbed 
in with a piece of flannel or chamois, 
and a final polish, if that is wanted, of 
beeswax and turpentine. 
The beeswax 


and turpentine are mixed In the propor- 
tion of two ounces of the wax to four 
of the fluid, put in a covered vessel, and 
set where a slow heat will melt the wax. 
Stir the mixture smooth, and when cool 
it is ready for use.

To clean matting, sweep it twice—

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PROGRESS OF MINING AND 


METALLURGfCAL INDUSTRIES 


Tho Engineering and Mining Jour- 


nal, in its issue of. January 4, reviews 
the: year 1901 as\ follows: 


In the following pages we present, ac- 


cording, to our usual custom,. a review of 
the progress of the mining and metallurgi- 
cal Industries In the United States during 
the year which. has just closed. With the 
aid of our correspondents and contributors 
we have endeavored to make this as com- 
plete as possible at this early date, and 
we believe that our readers will be able 
to" form a correct idea or wnat has been 
accomplished during the first year of the 
twentieth century. We are gratified' in 
being able to say that upon the whole it 
has been a year of .substantial progress! 
apt! while some 'things have been left 
undone- and perhaps some mistakes have 
been made, the great interests which the 
Journal represents and alms to serve are 
in even stronger arid more prosperous 
condition than they were a year'.ogq. 


'In a summary, which covers so wide a 
fleid and in which so many different points 
must neceisarlly be considered, it Is not 
easy to- dwell at any length or with 'par- 
ticular cmpliasls upon any single point, 
and we. must endeavor simply to give our 
renders a general idea In the briefest pos- 
sible space. /- 
. 


Perhaps the most ^important feature in 


our mineral production is the fuel upon 
which the prosperity and progress of out- 
mining industries— and In fact of all other 
Industries— depends. ' In this respect we 
have again to record substantial progress 
and to say that the enormous output re- 
corded In 1900 has. again been exceeded, 
and that when the complete statistics are 
collected 
they will shpw that the last 


year we mined very nearly 300.000,000 short 
tons of coal, an amount considerably In 
excess of that produced in Great Britain, 
and very far beyond tho quantity which 
any oilier nation in the world can show. 
Nearly all of this enormous amount was 
consumed within our own borders, the 
coal which we export forming an insls- 
niflcant portion of the total, In spite of 
the increase in exports during the past 
two years.' The details ot the course of 
coal production and of the condition of 
the fuel markets are fully shown In the 
review given in the following pages. About 
one-Hfth of the production is the anthra- 
cite coal of Pennsylvania, which not so 
many years ago constituted the more 
Important part of our fuel supply. Tlic 
growth of the country, the development 
ot the extensive bituminous coal fields 
and • Improved methods In iron making 
have in recent years developed • enorm- 
ously the mining and consumption of bi- 
tuminous coal. The soft coal of Pennsyt. 
vania. West Virginia, Ohio, Illinois, Indi- 
ana and other western, states not only 
supplies the household fiiel of the central 
and western states but has also to a 
very great extent replaced anthracite In 
the furnaces, mills and factories of that 
section of the country In which It form- 
erly had an extensive field— New England, 
the Atlantic seaboard states and the states 
of the Ohio valley. Bituminous coal and 
coke are now the steam producing and 
metallurgical fuels of the entire country 
and anthracite is coming each year to de- 
pend more largely upon domestic or house- 
hold demand In' the eastern states. In all 
the region west of Buffalo and PIHsburg 
anthracite, owing to the cost of transpor- 
tation, may be regarded as to some degree 
a luxury and its consumption is confined 
to the larger cities. The smaller sizes of 
anthracite, which until a very few years 
ago went principally into the culm heaps 
at the mines, but which are now carefully 
saved, form the only portion of this fuel 
which Is largely used In manufacturing, 
and even the use. of these Is confined In 
great .measure to cities like New York 
and Boston, where the burning of bitumin- 
ous: coal is forbidden by local ordinance!-. 
We may regard It us a 'fixed fact, there- 
fore, that the growth of anthracite traf- 
fic will depend h'etfeafter Jonuhe growth 
of population, the dBly5bthei<ifliarked influ- 
ence on the trade ibeing* exerted by the 
weather Qftnciltlons-rM,;COk) wjnj.er increas- 
ing and a mild one decreasing the de- 
mand. 


In .coke. there-is little to ..note during the 


past year except -tho^. fp^t > Jhat the pro- 
duction awl consumption have been great- 
er than jCJter befdre, chiefly on account 
of the activity of the Iron trade. The 
extensive ^working of 
the 
ConnellsvIHe 


field, which Is still the chief coke produc- 
ing district, has led coke makers and steel 
companies to make provisions for the pos- 
sible exhaustion of the supply and to close 
eAtcnslvjD-purchases of coal lands In West 
Virginia, and elsewhere -where good coking 
coals are, to be found. The use of the by- 
product coke oven has made some . ad- 
vance during the year and the progress 
made Is suggestive of still more rapid 
growth In the future. 


Closely allied to the coal question Is the 


use of oil as fuel. The discoveries In Cali- 
fornia during the past few years have led 
to the extensive u.se of crude petroleum 
and petroleum residues as "fuel on the 
Pacific coast to an extent which is serious- 
ly affecting the coal consumption of that 
section. It Is also proving an important 
stimulus to manufacturing 
In Califor- 


nia. which has hitherto been hampered 
by- the comparatively nlgn cost 'of fuel, 
which to a large extent offset the ad- 
vantage given to local- factories by the 
high cost, of transportation rrom the east. 


Of 
far greater importance, 
however, 


than the comparatively moderate produc- 
tion of the California fields has been the 
discovery of oil In Tfxaa, me somewhat 
sensational 
opening of the Lucas well 


near 'Beaumont, in Texas, just at the 
close- of 1900 marked the opening of -an 
era of exploration -and , discovery which 
has revealed .the existence of an oil field 
producing at a rate unexampled in the his- 
tory of petroleum. The field has attract- 
ed operators from all over the country 
and from abrpncl and Is being developed 
at an extraordinary rapid rate. Its pro- 
duction of an oil especially adapted for 
fuel 'purposes will undoubtedly have a 
moat marked effect on 'the coal trade of 
the southwest and perhaps of some other 
sections of the country. In fact, we may 
.say that since the first discovery of pe- 
troleum -in Pennsylvania iincl the opening 
of, th,e great Russian oil fields around 
Baku, the discovery of this Texas field 
is. the most important event which has 
occurred In ttic history of petroleum. The 
limits of the new field are not yet clearly 
defined, but there Is no doubt that It is 
going to be a very largo producer and 
that It must be taken Into account In all 
forecasts of the coal and oil grades. The 
in^in- point ia that a mo.st important de- 
velopment of the vast resources of Texas 
Itself will be the Immediate result. 


The iron trade which comes next in eco- 


nomical Importance to our coal produc- 
tion, showed In IflOJ a production which a 
few years ago would have been conHld- 
nred ImpoHHlbln. The quantity of pig iron 
made, which IB the Index to the output. 
was not only the largest which the United 
States has ever recorded, but It equaled 
that of Germany and Great Britain -to- 
gether. The production of raw Iron, steel 
and finished product)* of all kinds uhowcd 
mi Increase parallel with that of pig iron. 
Moreover, even this enormouH output was 
not in exceXH of the demand and ut the 
close of tho year the great furnaces and 
mills, almost without exception, were be- 
hln'ii In their orders and were muktag 
every effort to keep up their deiivericu In 
accordance with contracts, but not 111 all 
cases with success. There 'Is every pros- 
pout, also, that thlH condition of 
affairs 


will continue throughout 1902, ns" nil 'tho 
great companies have th?lr full capacity 
et)gnged for at least the first half of the

caused entirely by the Insufficient capacity 
of the docks at:tho Lake Erie ports and 
the delay of thb railroads in moving ore 
from' the docks; This business furnished 
another striking" Illustration of the 
ad- 


vantages enjoyed where water transporta- 
tion can be had. 


Export business In Iron and steel showed 


a considerable falling off as compared 
with. 1900. This was due in part to tho 
depressed condition of business abroad 
and the smaller demand for Iron and steel 
In Europe. In part also It resulted from 
the enormous home demand, which ab- 
sorbed all that we could produce and left 
oiir manufacturers little opportunity to 
look for foreign business. It was even 
reported In December that some mills In 
the east, unable to secure prompt deliv- 
ery of steel billets, had made purchases ot 
German material- for Import. 


Gold production for the year again re- 


corded a substantial Increase and proba- 
bly touched an amount -between $52,000.000 
and $83,000.000. The increase cnme from nl- 
mbst all of the gold producing regions, al- 
though Colorado.- California and the Black 
hills contributed tho greater part of it. 
The development of the far northern re- 
gions of Alaska has been Impeded by vari- 
ous causes, and the production of that ter- 
ritory shows only a moderate gain. One 
feature of the year in gold production 
has been the increased -working of low- 
grade ores r.rjd the greater use of the cya- 
nide process. Improvements in treatment, 
closer working and the reduction In costs 
of miniiiK and milling have all assisted 
in improving the position of the gold min- 
ing industry. Another . feature has been 
tile introduction of an extensive scale of 
dredging machinery into California for 
working- low-grade placer deposits. 


Our silver production remained about 


the same in 1!)01 as in 1900. 
There was 


little change In the quantities obtained 
from ores worked for sliver values alone 
and from those ores from which silver Is 
won In connection with' lead and copper. 
As 'usual, the mines of the. Coour d'Alenc, 
In Idaho, and of the Leadvllle and San 
Juan districts, In Colorado, contributed 
the larger share of. the silver-lead produc- 
tion, while the copper mines of Butte and 
Arizona furnished the copper-silver ores. 


Copper production last year was some- 


what le.«s than In 1900; the falling off prob- 
ably amounted to 2,500 tons. The decrease 
was most marked In the Butte district. In 
J.tontana, but some of the Arizona mines 
also failed to come up to the figures of the 
preceding year.. The Lake Superior mines 
showed some Increase, as did those of 
Utah and California, but they failed to 
make Rctoh the deficiency entirely. Much 
Interest has centered 
in. copper during 


the year, chiefly on account of the un- 
usual mcrki-t conditions, the history of 
which is given . on another page. It l.s 
sufficient to say here that an attempt to 
maintain i-~;irket prices at an abnormal 
level ended In failure and general dis- 
turbance of the business. It Is 
to bo 


hoped that the unholy alliance which has 
bc.-e-n formed between copper and the spec- 
ulative markets will bo dissolved in the 
opening year and that the copper Industry 
may resume Its normal conditions. 


In tho melallurgy of copper and especial- 


ly In electrolytic refining we continue to 
maintain our leadership. Our works not 
only refine the copper made In this coun- 
try tint! rearly ail of that produced by 
Mexico and Canada, but were able during 
the past year to take the contract for re- 
fining the blister copper from the smelt- 
ing works ot the great Mount Lyell mines 
In Tasmania, notwithstanding the strong 
competition of the Swansea refiners. Cop- 
per from South America Is also coming 
here in Increasing quantities, and It seems 
not Improbable that before long we may 
treat the production of Chile and Peru 
in additicn to that which we already 
handle., ... 
.:?;j,,;lc>9d r-rcduiitlon in 1901 there was 
sonfe^dc'crc-ase. The output of argentifer- 
ous lead, tell off about 20,0000 tons, us com- 
pared wit ii that, of 1900, while there was 
un Increase of about 10,000 tons . lh_,..thp 
production of soft lead carrying no silver,; 
chielly from tho Missouri mines. The to- 
tal decrease cf about 10.000 tons left' our 
production as still In advance of the con- 
sumption. especially when taken In con- 
nection with the usually large stocks, car- 
ried over from the preceding year. Th'e 
falling off in the European market and the 
consequent 
reduction 
of prices abroad 


compelled a decrease In our own prices In 
the, latter part of the year and left the 
market in a somewhat 
unsatisfactory 


condition. 


Zinc production showed an Increase over 


that of 1500. The chief features of the. 
year were the prosperity ot the Joplln 
region In Missouri and the advances made 
in the metallurgy treatment of zinc ores, 
which is fully treated on another page. 
The ccnsumptlon of spelter appears to 
have kept fu'ly up with tho. production. 
Exports of the metal, however, which had 
attained considerable proportions, fell oft 
very heavily last year, owing to tho de- 
pressed market conditions 
abroad, al- 


though a considerable quantity of zinc 
eras was exported to Germany and Bel- 
gium. 


In tho metals of minor Importance, such 


as quicksilver, nickel, etc., satisfactory 
records were made; while we continue to 
turn, out a considerable portion of the 
nickel supply of the world, It Is refined In 
the United States mainly from Canadian 
ores arid the production 
from 
United 


States ores mined In the United States 
Is - very small. 
Prospecting for 
nickel 


has continued, however, and there are 
l.iomlses c.l' a larger production In the fu- 
ture. An incident of some Importance In 
the nickel trade Is that the United States 
Ktcel coiporatlon has apparently decided 
to control tho supplies of this metal re- 
quired for making nickel steel and to that 
eml has recently gained control of the 
nickel corporation, an English company 
which has valuable possessions In New 
Caledonia. 
• The chemical Industries of the United 
Status, which are bused .largely upon. its 
production of salt, bouxitr, borax and 
other minerulH, made satisfactory progress 
durliiK 1!*>1. This has been especially the 
case with tho companies manufacturing 
heavy chemicals, bleaching powder, etc., 
from salt, which have. been recently estab- 
lished near the great salt deposits of Mich- 
igan and at Niagara Fallfc, in the one case 
seeking cheep supplies ot the raw ma- 
terial and In the other the cheap power 
which l« so essential In electrolytic pro- 
cesHt'H.

It is evi- 
dent that death resulted from burns 
and exposure.

Ramah wired this paper last night to 
the effect that the Thompson cabin, 
on their ranch six miles southeast 
of Ramah, was burned to the ground 
6n Sunday night. The flre occurred 
about 9 o'clock and started from a, 
lamp. 
Mr. and Mrs. Thompson were 


In bed at the time and evidenHy 
barely escaped with their lives. The 
prints of bare feet were distinguish- 
able for a distance of two miles around 
the ranch and it Is evident that after 
escaping, Mr. and Mrs. Thompson ran 
about in their nightclothes ia the hope 
of attracting some 
passerby 
who 


could give them aid. Portions of 
burnt underclothes found around the 
ranch indicate that they haft been in 
bed at the time of the flre. 


The bodies were found about half 


a mile from the ruins of the home. 
Mr. and Mrs. Thompson were lying 
on the prairie, side by side, and evi- 
dently 
died together. The -bodies 


were badly burned and the victims 
of the flre must have suffered awful 
torture before the exposure to the 
night air on, the prairie, with no pro- 
tection, save the remnants of the un- 
derclothes which they wore and which 
were partially burned off, brought re- 
lief in death. H is supposed that Mr. 
and Mrs. Thompson tried to make 
their way to Ramah or to one of the 
ranches of that section but became 
exhausted and lay down on the prai- 
rie to die. 


The flre occurred at about 9 o'clock 


Sunday night and the bodies were not 
discovered until g o'clock Monday 
morning. Life had been extinct for 
some hours and death probably came 
in the early hours of the morning.

to Ramah and notified Mr. C. D. Sex- 
ton of Pueblo, who was the father of 
Mrs. Thompson.

over, 


lown where they will be available for 
he benefit and the salvation of the peo- 
)le who depend upon them for life but 
:o whom, for lack of such an instltu- 
:ion here, they have heretofore been de- 
nied. 


The announcement was made at the 
nesting of the chamber of commerce 
ast night by Dr. S. E. Solly. 


The Colorado Springs sanatorium will 
cost $250,000 to build and equip and the 
lines upon which the plans are being 
:aid 
provide that all the money that 


will go to make Tip this sum must be 
contributed by people who are willing 
:o donate to the cause for the sake of 
the cause itself, with no expectation of 
a return in dollars and cents for the 
money that they put into it. It will be 
an institution to add years to the life 
of rich and poor alike, the rich to pay 
a reasonable price for the accommo- 
dations provided tor them, the poor to 
pay what they can if they can pay any- 
thing, nothing if they can not, the en- 
tire Income from the department that 
is expected to produce to go to the 
fund for the maintenance of that from 
which there will be no Income. 


The site is not definitely announced, 
there being still some ground to ac- 
quire, but It will be a most atttractlve 
location and is considerably east of the 
present borders of the city. It Is lo- 
cated in close proximity to the city In 
order that access to the city may be 
convenient for those able 
to 
avail 
themselves of the city's advantages, but 
sufficiently removed to Insure purity 
of atmosphere at all hours of the day 
and for a great many years to come, 
freedom from smoke being one of the 
desirable conditions. 


The institution will be conducted on 
what is known as the German plan, 
there being numerous institutions ol 
the same kind In various sections of 
Germany and Switzerland. 


There will be virtually two institu- 
tions. One will cost about 4200,000 and 
will be for the accommodation of about 
100 patients. These, it is intended, shall 
be persons able to pay rates approxi- 
mately $25 per week for the accommoda- 
tions afforded them,. their medical at- 
tention and guidance in learning to 
care for themselves until they can live 
elsewhere than in the Institution. The 
other institution or department will cost 
about $60,000 to build and equip, and 
will be designed for the accommodation 
of about 50 persons, who, it is Intended, 
shall be persons able to pay little or 
nothing for their accommodations, but 
who, 
by reason of the care that they 


will have, can 
in time become well 


enough to go forth into the city and 
make a living, instead of being allowed 
to remain in a damp unfavorable cli- 
mate where disease has laid hold of 
them, there to remain and suffer until 
relieved by death. Experience in other 
places where this plan is now being 
carried out In practice, has shown that 
there will be no trouble In keeping the 
institution filled with patients of both 
classes and the income-producing de- 
partment will furnish ample revenues 
for the maintenance of the other. 
It is not Intended that money put into 


this institution shall be subscribed with 
a view to Its proving a profitable In- 
vestment. Men who have money which 
they can use in furthering so worthy a 
cause will not care for the three or 
four per cent1 .that might be secured 
and will prefer to see their money turn- 
ing Itself over again to the furtherance 
of the work. While Dr. Solly Intimated
